A DIFFERENCE IN CLAY. 


You may not know, but Clement Scott 
was the young American sculptor who 
won such distinction abroad last fall, 
and over whom during the following 
winter society at home, with her usual 
fickleness, had come to rave. It is some- 
thing unusual for Philadelphia to arouse 
herself over an American, but in Scottis 
case it seemed natural enough. The 
personal attractions of the man himself, 
to say nothing of the distinction Paris 
had bestowed upon him, were grounds 
sufficient for his being a social favorite. 

Immediately upon his arrival from 
abroad he was besieged with invitations 
to receptions and balls, teas and dinners, 
and the like. Various societies gave pub- 
lic receptions in his honor; the country 
clubs Iunched him, and the city clubs 
gave him dinners. It went very well for 
a time, but in a time, too, it grew most 
tiresome. Scott stood the whole thing 
as long as he could; then, breaking a 
dozen or more engagements, he closed 
his rooms and went away to the sea- 
shore. He had learned to his own satis- 
fachon—to his own dissppointment— 
how little society knew of his art, how 
little she cared, and that it was the glit- 
ter of his medal, not himself, that peo- 
ple loved. 

It was the middle of spring when 

ent Scott came to Hull. He had 
lived there during the summers previous 
to his going abroad. The sea, the cliffs, 
the stretches of white sand, the grass 
covered hills, were all very dear to him, 
and he smiled as he found the memories 
of these coming back to him. There was 
one memory, thongh, which seemed to 
crowd all the beauties of sea and shore 
from his thoughts, and then of a sudden 
te bring them all trooping back again, 
and in the light of his boyhood love. 

That love was something which had 
never gone from his memory. In his 
studio in Paris he had often caught him- 
self shaping in the soft clay the features 
of that one face. He was good at model- 
ing, but however truly his hands might 
follow his memory, he could never seem 
to catch the spiritof the image in his 
mind; he could never put life into the 
face. “It is not she,” he would say. “It 
does not love me.” And then he would 
crush the clay intô a shapeless mass and 
try his hand at other work. 

It was very natural that Scott should 
feel as he did about the face he had | 
loved in his boyhood. The circumstan- 
ces were peculiar. He had saved the 
girl’s life at the risk of his own. In 
crossing a track she had fastened her 
foot in a switch, and must have been 
killed had not Scott rescued her. As it 
was she had not escaped without in- 
jury; her arm had been run over. Somie 
one said the child's name was Mildred 
Boday. Scott knew the beautiful place 
the Bodays had been building on the hill 
near his own home, and there he had 
carried her, with her dress torn from 
the shoulder, and her little white arm, 
cruelly-crushed and bleeding, hanging 
at his side. 

The injury was a severe one. It be- 
came necessary to amputate the child’s 
arm close to the shoulder, and it was 
during this period of her confinement 
that Scott came to know Mildred Boday 
well. Young as he was, he loved the 
beautiful well enough to take joy in 
watching Mildred’s sweet face, with the 
wealth of golden hair which hung about 
it, or in looking into Mildred’s blue eyes, 
wide open with wonder or joy at his 
tales. When Mildred got about again 
Clement was her right hand man: The 
functions of the arm she had lost were 
supplied by an artificial arm of French 
mechanism—an arm that could be moved 
at will, or even taken off altogether. 
That arm was a source of great amuse- 
ment to them. Sometimes its joints 
would stick, and Clement would have to 
rescue Mildred from some awkward 
position, and then they wonld laugh and 
think it a great joke. 

At the close of his sixteenth year Scott 
went abroad and took up his sculpturing 
under an I[tslian master, first in Rome 
and then in Paris. Eight years after- 
ward he received his medal, and with it 
the praise of the wholeof Europe. Then 
he returned to America. 

Then it was that the young sculptor,

It was a large room, totally unfar- 
nished, into which he led them. The 
sunlight streamed in through open win- 
dows and fell in streaks across tty 
stained floor. Near the center of the 
room stood the half finished statue, upon 
which his work had really been done. 
There were tools and chips of marble 
lying about the stone as though work 
had just been suspended.

Judge Benedict's Coudemzation of a 
Marderer the Queerest on Eecord. 
One of the most eccentric and at the 

same time one of the ablest judges that 

ever sat upon the far western bench was 

Kirby Benedict, who for thirteen years 

wa? a justicoof the supreme courtof 

New Mexico, having been first appoint- 

ed in 1853 by President Pierce and reap- 

pointed by President Buchanan, and ap- 
pointed chief justice of the court by 

President Lincoln. He was 4 man of 

great ability and learning, strong in his 

prejudices, violent in his passions and 
relentless in his convictions, 

There are many anecdotes told of 
Judge Benedict. But the crowning act 
of his judicial career was the sentence of 
death passed by him upon a prisoner con- 
victed of murder, which sentence was as 
follows: 

“Jose Maria Martin, standup. Jose 
Maria Martin you have been indicted, 
triefGnd convicted by a jury of your 
countrymen of the crime of murder, and 
the court is now abont to pass upon you 
the dread sentence of the law. Asa 
usual thing, Jose Maria Martin, it is'a 
painfal duty for the judge of a court of 
justice to pronounce upon a human be- 
ing the sentence of death. There is 
something horrible t it, and the 
mind of the court natdifwyevolts from 
the performance of such a duty., Hap- 
pily, however, your case is relieved of all 
such unpleasantness, and the court takes 
ar delight/ im sentencing you to 


“You are a yoi man, Jose Maria 
Martin, apparently of good physical con- 
stitution and robust health.

BURNING CHARCOAL | 


GREAT CARE IS NECESSARY TO) 
FIRE A “PIT” SUCCESSFULLY. 


Labor Is an Important Item in the Prop- 
. aration of the Product for the Market. 
Manofacturers Generally Sell Their 
Own Charcoal. 


“Do you keep charcoal?” asked a re- 
porter of a large coal dealer in this city. 

“No, sir, we @o not. I have sold lota 
of coal in my time, bnt never a pound of 
charcoal. I don't even know how it is 
made.” - 

Leaving the wealthy coal merchant 
the reporter sought one of those nonde- 
script coal hawkers who make a liveli- 
hood by attending to the wants in the 
way Of caloric of the very poor classes 
in the by streets and alleys. 

Having found one of these coal holes 
the reporter approached the almost car- 
bonized specimen of humanity, who was 
for the time being resting from his 
labors, and propounded the question, 
“What's the price of charcoal?” 

“Eight cents a peck,” replied a gruff 
voice, and the little old man straight- 
ened himself out with an. effort as he 
stopped filling the peck measure, which 
he judged to be about the newspaper 
man's capacity. 

“We don't sell much charcoal,” he 
continued, “only in small lots. Some 
manufacturers buy their charcoal by the 
great quantity. It is used in large lots 
by persons who make ice chests and beer 
oo lers, as it is a poor conductor of heat. 
There’s a lining of charcoal three inches 
thick in all sides of a beer cooler. 

"Most country people bring their own 
charcoal to the city in wagon loads, and 
sell it for from fifteen cents to twenty 
cents a bushel. We retail it at about 
twenty cents to twenty-five cents per 
bushel, and it is a dull sale at that,” 

The reporter now left the charcoal 
man, and approached an individual who 
had just dispcsed of a wagon load of the 
material. 

“Yes, I make charcoal,” he replied in 
answer to an inquiry. ‘In the winter 
and spring is the time when charcoal is 
made to the best-advantage. 

BUILDING THE PILE. 

“I am just clearing up a tract of wood- 
land and am turning the refuse to ac- 
count by manufacturing charcoal. Beech 
wood and hickory are the best for that 
purpose. Oak makes a very poor coal, 
and it is hardly worth burning. Gener- 
ally tke good wood is culled out, and 
then a huge circular pile is made of the 
knots and refuse. This pile is often 100 
feet in diameter and from ten to fifteen 
feet in height. The wood is piled with 
great care in straight rows around a 
small opening, about one foot in diam- 
eter, which is left as a sortof chimney 
for the fire to be started in. 

“As soon as the pile is completed it is 
covered all over with forest leaves or 
straw, and then the whole mass is cov- 
ered with dirt to the thickness of three 
or four inches. It now resembles a 
small volcano, especially when the fire 
is started and the smoke begins to issue 
from the small opening left in the top. 
The fire is started by dropping shavings 
into the chimney which was left in the 
center, and then lighting them by drop- 
ping live coals into the cavity. A few 
holes are made near the bottom of the 
pile of dirt in order to create a draft, 
and as soon as the fire begins to smoke 
theese holes are again closed. 

‘Now, if everything goes right, the 
fire is allowed to smoulder away, with 
just air enough to support combustion. 
If a high wind shonld spring up, as it 
often does, every hole is closed tight to 
keep down the fire, and very often boards 
must be Isid over the whole pile to keep 
out the wind. It takes from ten days to 
two weeks to burn a ‘pit,’ as it is called, 
and this time is'a period of great amie- 
ty to the charcoal burner, as the opera- 
tion must be watched night and day, 
and a little négligence may cause the 
loas of weeks of-hard work. 

BURNING THE ‘‘PIT.” 

“As the fire progresses part of the 
charcoal is consumed by combustion and 
the remainder shrinks to nearly one-half 
its original size. The shrinbage, of 
course, would cause the dirt to be left 
standing aloné provided it would do so. 
In order to méet this difficulty the tend- 
er goes round and round, over and over 
the pile, packing the dirt with a shovel. 
This continual packing must not beneg- 
lected, for if a cavity should occur and 
the dirt@ave in instantly, the whole pile 
would burst out into flame which noth- 
ing could stop. 

“As the burning progresses holes are 
punctured through the dirtin such places 
as the tender thinks the fire has not yet 
been. These holes create a draft and at 
once bring the fire to that part of the 
pit, upon which the holes are again 
closed and the charring begins. As soon 
as the tender thinks that the work is 
complete he shuts up the chimney and 
packs every hole. He then spends about 
two days in packing the dirt, and watches 
for crevices through which smoke issues 
and closes them as soon as they are dis- 
covered. Barrels of water are now 
hauled to the pit, and workmen begin to 
open up g side and take out the charcoal, 

If sparks of fire should be found they 
are at once dashed with water, and as 
the work progresses water is thrown inta 
the pit, while the steam thus created 
penetrates to all parts of the coal and 
lessens the danger of fire. Asa rule all 
the coal is removed at once as a precau- 
tionary measure, and every man who has 
burned a pit is glad when he gets it off 
his bands. From 700 to 1,000 bushels 
are made ina pit. This is hauled away 
in wagon loads of 80 bushels to 100 
bushels, and sold for about fifteen cents 
per bushel. Thus from $120 to $150 is 
realized on each pit.” - 

According to chemists only 20 to 23 
per cent. of the wood remains as char 
coal, the rest being driven off as gases, 
Charcoal is 65 per cent. carbon.—Cincin- 
nati Times-Star.

But most fro- 
quently the cider mill was pitched beside 
a small stream, the power of which, half 
wasted on a great “overshot” wheel, was 
made to do the grinding. Often the 
supply of water would fail, or the dam 
or other coptrivances give way, and then. 
there was a great temptation to water 
the cider to make up for lost time while 
waiting for the dam to fill up. The 
pressing was done generally by an up- 
right screw into which iron bars were 
thrust and pushed around by brawny 
arms. The writer has seen a broad back- 
ed Datch woman helping her husband at 
this arduous work. : 

The modern cider. mill, however, 
shows by the puffs of steam that it does 
not depend on dams. To be sure, there 
may be a dam a foot high in the neigh- 
boring ravine, a fall of water enough to 
work s hydraulic ram and feed the 
boiler. The grinder revolves at a rate 
which makes the building hum. The 
ground apple, or pulp, falls down through 
the floor into canvas sacks, which are 
hastily closed and laig in a tier of a 
dozen on the platform of the hydraulic 
press. Then down comes the cover with 
irresistible power, and the easence of the 
apple gurgles into the vat. From here a 
pump, also propelled by steam, forces 
the liquid up into a large vat, from 
which it can be drawn into barrels 
turning aspigot. In old times the load- 
ing of a barrel of cider, weighing over 
400 pounds, occupied the close attention 
of several brawny men, as they rolled it 
up apair of “skids,” with a concert of 
“heave ons.” But now a pair of barrel 
tongs, & rope thrown. over a 
having a large wheel for the hand rope, 
and the muscle of one man lifta the bar- 
rel and swings it into the wagon. 

It is a strong argument for the sweet 
cider drinker that the pomace left after 
pressing is absolutely worthless as a food 
for anything or as a fertilizer. The 
virtue of the apple must therefore go 
with the juice. 

The best cider is that made late in the 
season from the best matured fruit. 
Còld weather also conduces to its keep- 
ing ‘well. Russet applesmake about the 
finest'‘cider in the market, and it will 
bring an extra price. Some other va- 
rieties, Newtown pippins or crab apples, 


make very fine thick cider. If properly 
worked, cleared of pomace, and kept 


air tight in clean new barrels, it will 


keep all winter as rich and pleasant as a 


sherry wine, while, of course, less al- 
coholic and so lees harness

There is 
now, however,a determination on the 
part of our state officials to enforce the 
cull, law which subjects violators to a 
heavy fine if found in possession of oys- 
ters beneath a certain size. This law 
Gov. Jackson has just instructed the 
general oyster measurers of the State to 
strictly enforce by notifying the civil au- 
thorities ofany and all violations of its 
provisions. 

It would be a pity if what was once 
one ofthe best industries of the State 
should become worthless. Thousands 
of persons who live either directly or in- 


“ directly by the business, would have to 


look to some otber source for a liveli- 
hood, and the State would suffer a great 
loss.

A special cable to the Philadelphia 
Inquirer from London says the. dramatic 
incident at General Booth’s meeting at 
8t. James Hall last Friday evening, fol- 
lowing so quickly after Secretary Win- 
dom's sudden demise in America ‘has 
occasioned much comment. It appears 
that the recent articles in the Times at- 
tackihg the Salvation Army scheme for 
ameliorating the condition of the “eub- 
merged tenth,” as developed in “Dark- 
est England,” bad an unexpected result 
that fed to the conversion of a retired 
innkeeper named Fleming and ‘his wife 
to the necessity of carrying the proposed 
plans into execution each giving a check 
of £1,000 to the cause. Of course this was 
heralded by the Salyationists as a signal 
victory for their leader and at last night’s 
meeting Mr. Fleming occupied a seat 
upon the platform. 

After General Booth had described at 
length the details of the deed of trust 
Mr. Fleming was introduced and had 
made quite a long address, when he sud- 
denly stopped and said: “Ladies and 
gentleman, I feel so deeply on this sub- 
ject that—that I get very nervous.” 

He then reeled and fell forward in a 
fit of appoplexy. The unfortunate gen- 
tlemen was at once carried into an ente- 
room and the meeting adjourned amid 
a scene of wild excitement. Mr. Flem- 
ing «aly lived a quarter ofan hour after 
the attack.

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Rhine”—its first title—to his fri 
who became electrified by the manly ac- 
cents. 

The new hymn was. sent to Luckner, 
commander of the Army of the Rhine, 
who distributed. manuscripts of it 
throughout Alsace, and it was executed 
on the public square of Strasburg. 
Thence it traveled over France and 
south to Marseilles, which town told it 
to her volunteers, and they sang it when 
they entered Paris on that 10th of Au- 
gust, 1792, when they took the Tuileries. 
That was how it got the name that will 
cling to it forever. It was played in the 
army, and generals said it was worth 
10,000 men. Copies of “The Marseil- 
laise” were ordered when requisitions 
were made out for weapons. 

The aristocratic captain was desolate 
at having contributed the part which 
“The Marseillaise” had taken in over- 
throwing the monarchy, for he never in- 
tended his hymn should be a republican 
anthem. Later on, when proscribed as 
a royalist, he was fleeing over the Alps 
and heard its strains. ‘‘What is that 
hymn called?” he asked his guide. The 
peasant repliod, ‘‘The-Marseillaise,” and 
it was thus he first learned the name of 
his own great composition. ‘‘The Mar- 
seillaise” became the national hymn of 
the First Republic, and it remained so un- 
der the First Empire. Napoleon had such 
admiration for the hymn that he pro- 
hibited its being performed except on 
grand occasions, just as the “Te Deum” 
is only sung when there has been a brill- 
iant victory. 

At St. Helena he said, “The imperial 
guard always marched to the tune of 
‘The Marseillaise.’"” No wonder they 
won battles. Forbidden under the res- 
toration, the song came into favor again 
with Louis Philippe, Because of hear- 
ing it sung at republican manifestations 
the government of the Second Empire 
prohibited its execution, but in 1870, the 
day war was declared, an order was 
issued authorizing its use, and the troops 
went out singing ‘The Marseillaise.” 
More than this, managers of places of 
amusement were invited to perform it, 
and when Mme. Marie Sasse sang it at 
the Theatre Francaise women wept and 
men were wild with excitement. Her 
wonderful voice sang the words in a 
way that raised the morale of the popu- 
lation and provoked them to patriotic 
enthusiasm.—Paris Cor. Chicago Herald.

STORY OF THE WALDENSES. 
The Descendants of People Who Were 


the Waldezsian church, in Rome, is a 
small, black bearded man, who in ap- 
pearance and speech might be mistaken 
for a German rather than an Italian. 
His English, spoken in fall, round voice, 
is fluent andclear. An idea of his work, 
as given by himself, is as follows: 

You have all read of the unhappy Wal- 
denses. Long ago they fled from their 
homes in Switzerland across the lofty 
Alps and down into our Italian valleys, 
there to find a refuge from persecution 
and a cluster of their own brethren. 
For, years previously, a branch of the 
Waldensian church had been established 
on the Italian side of the mountains. 

In the dark centuries of the Middle 
Ages our forefathers would accept noth- 
ing but the Bible, which was their 
strength and joy, and at the same time 
the cause to them of sore trials and trib- 
ulations. The Waldenses have always 
believed and felt that the Bible was 
worth far more than anything else, and 
in that belief they have never faltered. 

Even in the earliest times they had a 
theological school, in which the students 
learned by heart whole books of the 
Bible. Then, leaving their native val- 
leys, they journeyed over the mountains 
to their colony in Calabria, acting as

You have heard, too, of the fearful 
Waldensian massacre, after which only 
4,000 out of 14,000 prisoners escaped to 
the mountains, and of the ‘‘glorious re- 
turn of our fathers” to their valleys in 
1689. ‘That event, the most celebrated 
in our history, was commemorated by 
our people on the occasion of the 200th 
anniversary. 

Today, on three valleys nestling to- 
gether on the Italian side of the Alps 
yery near to Turin, the capital of the old 
Piedmont, there are 30,000 Waldenses, 
descendants of the early champions of 
the faith. 

Napoleon the Great, when he was 
crowned king of Italy, earned our last- 
ing gratitude by granting us land and 
privileges beyond any we had before en- 
joyed. He then declared that the return 
of our fathers was the most wonderful 
feat in military history, and Napoleon, 
with all his faults, was an expert in mil- 
itary affairs, 

Charles Albert, king of Savoy, when 
he gave his people a new constitution— 
now the constitution of Italy—in 1848 
was obliged to grant civil and religious 
emancipation to the Waldenses, and it 
was only at that date that our struggles 
ended and our new era of happiness and 
prosperity 

We have now, in our chief settlement, 
a theological school and a high school 
for young ladies, and Waldensian schools 
we have everywhere. Traveling through 
our valleys you will at once guess you 
are in a Christian country. You will see 
children going to Sunday school with 
their New Testaments under their arms. 
You will see men and women, dressed 
in holiday costume, coming down from 
the mountains to go to church. You 
will find the valleys dotted with the edi- 
fices devoted to our pure and simple 
worship. 

We don’t leave our valleys. When 
2,000 or 8,000 Waldenses went away 
across the seas to found a colony in Uru- 
guay people predicted the depopulation 
of our native land; but there is no dan- 
ger of that. Our mountains are not 
elastic. They will not hold more than 
80,000 people within their high and ever- 
lasting walls. Some of the Waldenses, 
therefore, are compelled from time to 
time to emigrate. 

But, though separated from us by 
thousands of miles of earth and ocean, 
the colonists in Uruguay form one of 
the seventeen parishes of the church of 
the valleys, and send a deputy every 
September to our synod. 

Outside of our own territory we have 
planted the seed of our faith, and reaped 
abundant fruit in ninety-seven different 
places thronghout Italy, including all 
the large cities and many less important 
towns.—Boston Herald. 


Device for Stopping Runaways. 

An ingenious contrivance has been de- 
vised which, when attached to a vehi- 
cle, will stop a runaway horse or speed- 
ily arrest a vicious or frightened animal. 
It consists of a removable sleeve which 
acts in conjunction with a central pul- 
ley and side levers, which are under the 
immediate control of the driver, and by 
which an instant rearward revolution of 
the central pulley can be effected. A 
substantial band, preferably of leather, 
is secured around the central pulley and 
extends forwardly, its extremity having 
lateral straps attached to it, and also to 
the bits of the horses, so that the revo- 
lution in ‘a direction away from the 
horses will shorten the band and pull 
the heads of the horses downward and 
rearward in a forcible manner, throwing 
the animals upon their haunches and 
quickly arresting their forward moye- 
ment. . 

Provision is also made for automatic- 
ally locking the central pulley, so that 
the tension of the horses will not be re- 
moved if they back up. This pressure, 
however, can be readily removed by the 
driver pressing with his foot on the 
treadle when it is desired to control a 
team of fractious horses with tramméled 
heads —New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser.

A. TRAVELER SPENDS AN. HOUR ON 
STRANGE SOUTHERN SOIL. 


Alone in a Crowd of Half Orasy Men. . 
Made to Drink to and Shout for France. 
Startling Experience in a Chilian Con- 
viet Bettlement. . 

We arrived at Punta Arenas at abont 


night of solemn stillness, unbroken save 
by the occasional barkings of a dog on 
the beach, and the weird cries of the 
penguins and other wild sea fowl as the 
ship silently stole among them-and dis- 
tarbed their slumbers. The shore on

We were in the Straits of Magellan,

lar Superstitions Exploded — Hatched 
by Means of Incubators. 


There are at least half a dozen ostrich 
farms in southern California. They have 
ceased to be a curiosity there, and each 
now represents a commercial enterprise. 
Americans buy one-half the millions of 
ostrich feathers produced annually. It 
is estimated that this country expends 
$3,000,000 a year for these ornaments. 
Each ostrich when full grown yields a 
feather income of from $200 to $300 per 
annum. The elegant, long black and 
white plumes sell for $5 each'at the farms, 
and readily bring $10 each at retail in 


| New York or Chicago. 


‘Every feather has a value. If it is 
sufficiently large for use itis worth at 
least 10 cents. The very small ones, 
otherwise useless, make up into cheap 
souvenirs and eagerly purchased by 
visiting touri t prices varying from 
10 cents to $1. The plumes produced in 
southern Calif@mpia are fully as valuable 
as those fromi far away Cape Colony. 

The eggs, if Brtile, sell for $25 each, 
and generally from 75 to 80 per cent. of 
all eggs produced will hatch. If not fer- 
tile the shells are in demand at from #2 
to $5 each as curios and ornaments, A 
young ostrich just ont of the shell is con- 
sidered equivalent to $50, and his value 
increases until he is full grown, when 
$500 is a low market price. 

The expense of maintaining an ostrich 
farm is comparatively slight. The birds 


in this country are usually healthy. | 


Their appetites are appalling, but they 


are satisfied with alfalfa, cabbage and | 


crushed bones for a regular diet. On 
Occasions they expect large and small 
pebbles, bits of iron, old shoés, tin cans 
and such delicacies, A hungry ostrich 
is not particular about his food. It is 
merely a question of deglutition with 
him. If what he eats will go down—or 
rather up—his somewhat elastic throat 


(for he eats and drinks head downward), | 


he feels safe to trust his digestive organs 
to do the rest. 


The ostrich has long been maligned. | 


In our schoolboy days natural history 
taught us to despise the ostrich, first, be- 
cause of its lack of sense, and second, for 
its want of parental instincts. We were 
told that this great, ungainly bird, when 
chased by a native South African upon 
the back of a fleet horse or a tame os- 
trich, would hide his weary head in the 
sand, under the impression that if he 
could not see his pursuer the pursuer 
could not see him. This fable is no more 
trne, at least of the domesticated bird, 
than the other, which actually says that 
the mother ostrich lays her eggs in the 
hot sand and leaves them to the tender 
care of the sun and the Hottentot. 

The ostrich egg shell is sometimes one- 
sixteenth of an inch thick. It is fully 
twenty-four times the size of an ordinary 
hen's egg. Incubation requires forty 
days, during which period the male and 
female alternate in the domestic duty of 
keeping the eggs warm. Most of the 
hatching is now done by incubators. A 
800 egg incubator has a capacity for but 
27 ostrich eggs. 

At the farm near Santa Monica I saw 
the birds on the nest, however, andthe 
young ostriches after fhey were removed 
from the nest. The eggs at this sit- 
ting nearly all hatched, and as I visited 
the farm frequently I grew very much 
interested in both parents and children. 
The nest consisted of a pile of sand in the 
center of the field assigned to the two 
breeders. The male bird manifested the 
ntmost interest in the business in hand, 
and déyoted more than fifteen hours a 
day to the maternal duty of sitting on 


| the eggs. 


When his mate was on the nest he 
would shield her from the excessive heat 
of that semi-tropical sun by extending 
his ample wings overher. The two os- 
triches were models of parental affection. 
The exemplary conduct of the male 
specially won my admiration, for he was 
ever on the alert to render assistance to 
his patient spouse, and when the little 
fellows pecked their way through the 
hard shell he kept vigilant watch over 
them. The old story of neglect of its 
offspring is clearly disproved. There 
are no feathered animals more dutiful. 

The old birds are not awkward, but 
the young ones have no sense whatever, 
and so it is necessary to remove the lat- 
ter as soon as possible after they escape 
from the shell to prevent them from 
wandering into danger. It requires 
skillful coaxing and no little maneuver- 


' ing to entice the fond parents from the 


` nest, but this accomplished the young 


ostriches are transferred to a sand boxin 
the sun, where they must have close at- 
tention all day long to keep them from 
mishaps which their utter lack of dis- 
cretion and extreme awkwardness would 
certainly pring upon them. 

Atnight they are placed in an incu- 
bator. Until they are several months 
old the absurdly heedless and tender 
things require very great care. After 
they pass from infancy, however, they 
generally thrive. The losses usually oc- 
cur within the first month. 

When the birds are seven months old 
the first plucking occurs, and from that 
time forward they give np their feathers 
twice a year. The females begin laying 
eggs at three years of age, and produce 
from thirty to ninety eggs each an- 
nually. 

In South Africa, until about thirty 
years ago, the natives killed the ostrich 
for his plumes. SiS tnat date the 
domesticated birds have furnished most 
of the feathers of commerce: 

Each bird when fully grown has 
twenty-five pens on each wing, with 
two rows of floss feathers urdernesth. 
Above the white plumes are a row of 
long feathers and under them are a 
smaller size. In the male these are 
black and in the female drab. ‘The tail 
has also a tuft of feathers similarly ar- 
ranged, _The first feathers are not 
usually as fine in quality, as large in 
size or as great in quantity as those of 
eee pluckings. — Cor. Chicago

A Bare Piece of Wood. 

A singularly beautiful oak plank—in- 
tended as a jamb of aclothes closet— 
came to the Pulitzer building recently. 
Its rare markings evidently escaped the | 
eye of the sawmill man. It is about3 
feet long and I4inches wide. Near the | 
outer edge the longitudinal grain of the | 
wood resembles ridges of sand on the 
| seashore. The middle is a combination 
| of “bird's ey€s” that at a distance ap- 
pear to stand out in relief, and elliptical 
lines delicately shaded from a deep | 
brown to a white. The gradation of the 
coloring is exquisite, and looks to be the 
result of art rather than of nature. The 
“eyes” are perfect and resemble inlaid 
mosaics, There is not a split nor a flaw 
in the entire plank. Its beauty lies in 
the fact that the markings are finer than 
those found in maple, and it bas all the 
satin like appearance of that beautiful 
wood. Instead of adorning the mantel 
of a broad throated fireplace its prosaic 
place will be as the guardian of over- 
coats and 7$ hats.—New York World.

An Exhilarating Journey. 

The only connection between Rogers 
City and Cheboygan—two Michigan 
towns—during the six months exile of 
the former town when navigation closes, 
is bya stage line sixty-five miles long, 
and the grizzled old man who drives 
saves sixteen miles by a whizzing ride 
across Black lake, six milesiong.

Fortunately it struck a sand- 
bar, and the passengers rescued them- 
selves and the horses.—Exchange. 


A new flashlight fire alarm has re- 
cently appeared in Copenhagen, It con- 
sists of a small cartridge filled with Ben- 
gal light composition and provided with 
a fuse which carries a small capsule of 
strong sulphuric acid. When the tem- 
perature of the room rises.above the 
melting point of paraffine the sulphuric 
acid is liberated and ignites the fuse 
which in turn sets fire to the Bengal 
light. The device can be supplemented 
by a piece of fusible metal which in 
melting will establish an electric current 
and ring a bell. 


Atthe last meeting of the Physical so- 
ciety in England an electric lamp yas 
exhibited which lighted itself when dark- | 
ness came on and extinguished itself | 
when daylight or another strong light 
was brought into the field. This lampis 
worked by the selenium cell on the prin- 
ciple that the strength of the current 
varies with the intensity of light falling 
on the selenium.

Spies Found Im Every Walk of Life in | 
Every Portion of the Big City of Paris. 
How They Watch and Report the Me- | 
tions and Words of a Stranger. 


The third republic is no freer than 
were any previous French regimes from 
this deep taint of what the French call 
mouchardise. Never before at any pe- 
riod of France's history has the reign of | 
spydom been so widespread and absolute 
in Paris as now. There has been latter- 
ly much discussion in the world’s press 
of the extraordinary degree to which 
official espionuge obtainsin Russia, and 


even more closely round the entire popu- 
lation than has ever been the case in St. 
Petersburg. Evidence of this fact might 
easily be found in the secret history of 
the Boulangist conspiracy. From first 
to last every detail of this movement 
was known to the police, more than 
three-fourths of the Bonlangists them- 
selves being informers. 

The instant you arrive at a Paris sta- 
tion you are in the midst of spies. You 
are driven to a hotelinacab. In half 
an hour the cabman will furnish the 
} “ce with any particulars he may have 

u able to gather concerning your po- 
sition, destination, business, etc. 
CHARACTER OF THE SPIES. 

Arrived at your hotel you become the 
object of scrutiny, as close as it is secret, 
on the part of diyers persona, who, 
though attached to the place in the 
capacity of wanager or cashier, or even 
porter or *‘bpots,” are in reality enrolled 
soldiers of the great detective army. 
And here I may mention a special char- 
acteristic of the French detective sys- 
tem—its faculty of recrniting adherents 
in all classes of society. French spies 
for the most part are not simple spies 
and nothing more. They have a trade 
or occupation of their own, to which 
they seem wholly and solely devoted, 
while yet assiduously pursuing sub rosa 
their spying. 

The unsuspecting stranger in Paris has 
dinner at his hotel served by a waiter, 
who, as a matter of conrse, is in the pay 
of the police and will subsequently_re- 
port to them What conversation he over- 
hears during the meal. He then sallies 
forth for an evening’s amusement of the 
true Parisian sort. 

First he repairs to one of the brilliant 
boulevard playhouses. A few stalls 
away from him sits a gentlemanly look- 
ing man with steady, observant eyes, 
who glances now and again at onr friend 
in such a way as to make the latter 
think, “I wonder where I have seen = 
man before?” He never has seen Bim 
before, but it doesn’t enter his head for a 
moment to suspect the mar of being 
what he really is—a police spy. 

SPIES EVERYWHERE. 

The play over, there is just time for 
half an hour's stroll under the horse 
chestnuts in the Jardin de Paris. Here 
nine-tenths of the attendants are either 
spies or scamps, or may, indeed, be both 
at once, for French police authorities are 
not very squeamish in choosing their in- 
struments, and seem to have asort of 
preference for-scoundrels pyer others.

É residence portion of the town 
ditches are run on both sidesof thestreets. 

The scenery around Salada is very 
beautiful. At the east are the pinion 
covered foot hills of the Arkansas. To 
the south the Sangre de Cristo range 
rises at a distance of from ten to fifteen 
miles; to the west the Saguache range 
(the Continental Divide) looms up in all 
its majesty, with its snow capped peaks; 
while to the north mounts Princeton, 
Yale and Harvard add to the magnifi- 
cence of the surroundings. Between 
these great mountains lie the valleys-of 
the Arkansas, and Sonth Arkansas. In 
these valleys are many well tilled ranch- 
es. And there are many thousands of 
acres of good stock range in the foot 
hills surrounding these valleys. 

Salada is of considerable importance 
asa railroad centre. It is the second 
largest pay station on the D. & R.G. 
road. -The machine shops, round house 
and yards are here. The company is 
expending one thousand dollars in trans- 
fer yards. And their intentions seem 
to be to make Salada the headquarters. 
of their narrow guage system in a very 
short time. There are now from five 
to eight hundred men employed on this 
road here. 

The climate bere is delightful. The 
summers are cool and pleasant, but the 
winters very mild with very little snow. 

Six miles west of Salada are’ the Pon- 
che Hot Springs, and six miles east are 
the Wellsville Hot Springs. The waters 
ofeither being considered a sure cure 
for rheumatism and blood diseases. 

Our educational and religious facilities 
are good. The public schools haveeight 
teachers and the Salada Academy two. 
The Presbyterians, Episcopalians, Metho- 
dists, Christians, Baptists and Catholics 
each have charch buildings.

TO ANNUL A WILL. 


Dissatisfied Heirs Propose to Share in a 
‘Wicomico Estate. 


For more than half a century previous 
to 1882, John B. Taylor, Esq’, was & prom- 
inent citizen of Wicomico county’ He 
was born. im the western section and 
spent his whole life at Riverton, on the 
Nanticoke river. 

Early in life Mr. Taylor married a lady 
of bis vative county. Five children— 
three daughters and two sons—were 
born and reared out of this union. 
About 1860 or 186] Mrs. Taylor died. In 
1862 Mr. ‘Taylor married Mrs. Rebecca 
Wilson, widow of Jacob Wilson. who had 
then recently died leaving a large es- 
tate and several heirs, with his widow as 
guardian. After her mariage with Mr, 
Taylor Mre. Wilson continued to reside 
at her late husband's residence located 
at El Dorado, Dorchester county. Mr. 
Taylor’s business being chiefly in this 
connty, he divided his time between 
Riverton and El Dorado. As he grew 
older, however, and become enfeebled, 
he remained almost entirely at the for- 
mer place where his first wife’s children 
resided. Meanwhile two danghters 
bad been born to him by hia last 
wife. Mr. Taylor was deeply interested 
in both branches of his family, 
bat never at any time claimed an in- 
terest in the estate of his last wife. 
In 1882 he died foll of years, and posses- 
sed ofa landed estate estimated to be 
worth sixty thousand dollars. By his 
last wil] and testament these riches were 
bequeathed to the children of his first 
wife, they being, Sophronia, Loretta, Al- 
ice, Jeseplus and Johu E., Taylor. Ten 
dollars, however, were reserved out of 
the estate, by provision of the will, for 
each of the daughters by the last wife, 
the amount to be paid in cash to them by 
the executor of the estate. 

When the ten dollars was tendered the_ 
Misses as their share of their father’s 
estate they spurned so contemptible a 
pittance, declaring that sooner than ac- 
ceptso small a sum from their father’s 
estate they preferred nothing. Josephas 
A. Taylor was lis father’s executor and 
the provisions of the will were carried 
out, with the exception of theten dollars 
to each of the two younger girls. Their 
absolute refusal to accept thesum made 
it impossible for the executor to comply 
with that particular clause of the docu- | 


ment. 

No more was said about the matter 
and time has wrought many changes. 
Mr. Josephes Taylor, the executor of the 
estate and an heir, has since died, intes- 
tate, and his. property reverted to his 
brother John FE. and two aurviving sis- 
ters, Misses Loretta and Sophronia (Miss 
Alice having died before ber father). 
Josephus was soon followed to the grave

I speak now of the spurious kinds, 
which were doubtless most common. 
Even the “genuine” sorts were not, how- 
ever, necessarily Egyptian. Penicher, 
in his “Traite des Embaumemens” (Par- 
is, 1699), gives directions for the compo- 
sition of mummy from human flesh ex- 
pressly for medicinal purposes. He rec- 
ommends certain parts only of the body 
to be used, and these to be dried, macer- 
ated and spiced out of all likeness to 
their natural condition. Mummy so 
prepared entered into a great variety of 
“balms” and other medicaments, for 
which Penicher in his concluding chap- 
ter gives recipes from old writers. 

Some of these have the consistence of 
oil, others that of an ointment. It is 
clear, from the references in Nares, that 
in our own country mummy and ite 
preparations were well known, and from 
the “mako mummy of my flesh,” which 
Nares quotes from an old play, to 
“beaten to a mummy” is a natural and 
an easy step.— Notes and Queries.

Death of Gen. Wm. T, Sherman. 

Gen. William Tecumseh Sherman, one 
of the greatest Federal Generals of the 
late war, died at his home in New York 
city on Saturday afternoon last. He was 
born at Lancaster, Ohio, the 8th of Feb. 
1820, and had entered|his 72nd year at 
thé time of his death. He graduated at 
the Military School at West Point in 1840. 

At the opening of the civil war be was 
appointed colonel ofthe Thirteenth In- 
fantry, a regiment to be raised for the 
regular army: Sherman commanded at 
Bull Run the Third Brigade of Tyler's 
division, comprising the Thirteenth, 
Sixty-ninth and Seventy-ninth New 
York, and Second Wisconsin, and there 
as he bas said, “for the first time saw 
cannonballs strike men and crash through 
the trees.” 

Soon after this disastrous battle he was 
made a brigadier general of volunteers 
and assigned tothe Department of the 
Cumberland, under General Robert An- 
derson, whom he soon succeeded in com- 
mand. There he astounded the Wash- 
ington optimists, who were going to put 
down the revolt in sixty days by declar- 
ing that to simply retake the Mississippi 
Valley would require two hundred thon- 
sand men. The newspapers said he bad 
gone crazy, and he found his own offi- 
cers and soldiers looking askance at him. 

The authorities at Washington soon 
after found that Sherman was right. His 
achievements afterwards were wonder- 
fal and brought him lasting fame.

If civilization has not started back- 
ward, and if weare not receding to the 
period of the Inquisition and of racial 
persecution. the time is certainly not far 
distant when the harried Jews of Russia 
will be lifted from the slough of despond 
in which they are now sunk, and, 
through the spirit of universal fairness 
and justice, be placed upon a plane of 
equality with all others who value life, 
liberty and happiness.

There was a vagueness in the 
data on which. all such estimites were 
based in those days which lent itself 
readily to exaggeration and hyperbole. 
If the exact truth could be learned as to 
the ages of those venerable antiques it 
would probably be fonnd that they did 
not much exceed those of men whohave 
lived within the recollection of persons 
still in early middle life. 

Itis oply about thirty years since 
Hamboldt,the naturalist and geographer, 
died at the age of ninety years. A few 
years earlier occurred the demise of 
Caroline Herschell, the astronomer, 
whose life period came within two years 
of reaching the century mark. When 
Mary Somerville, the astronomer, physi- 
cist and mathematician, died, eighteen 
years ago, she had long passed the age 
of fouracore and ten. Pius IX, Richard 
Henry Dana the elder, the poet and man 
of letters, and William Cullen Bryant, 
the poet and journalist, departed almost 
the same time twelve or thirteen years 
ago—Pius at eighty-six, Dana at ninety- 
two and Bryant at eighty-four—while 
the death of Simon Cameron at ninety, 
of Ranke, the historian, at ninety-one, of 
Chevreul, the chemist, at one hundred 
and three. of Newman and Dollinger, 
theologians, the former at eighty-nine 
and the latter at ninety-one, occurred at 
periods ranging from only a few months 
to three or fonr véara away from today. 

Nor did Bancroft, who hgs just léft us, 
after passing the ninetieth milestone on 

his life journey, exhanst the list of emi- 
nent persons whose age far exceeds the 
Psalmist limit. We still have Kossuth 
at eighty-nine, Dow at eighty-eight, Dav- 
id Dudley Field at eighty-six, De Les- 
seps at eighty-five, Gen. Joseph E. Jobn- 
son and John G.;Whittier at eighty-three, 
Cardinal Manning and ex-Speaker Win- 
throp at eighty-two, ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury Hugh McCulloch of about the 
same age, Gladstone, Tennyson, Holmes 
and Hannibal Hamlin at eighty-one. 
Leo XIJI, Senator Morrill, Senator Payne 
and P. T. Barnum at eighty. 

The roll of celebrities whose ages close- 
ly crowd the eighty-year line is long, and 
contains the names of such eminent men 
as Bismarck, Justice Bradley. George 
Ticknor Curtis, ex-Senators Thurman 
and Trumbull, Jules Simon, the Frence 
statesman; Gen. N.P. Banks, Gen. J. A. 
Early and Senator Dawes. There are 
dozens of distinguished men in the early 
seventies who retain with us whose names 
will recur to the intelligent. reader. They 
are found in nearly every walk of life 
and their intellectual and physical vigor 
remind us that the race has not deterior- 
ted since the time when Cicero and Lu- 
can compiled their lists of men who 
stood far above their fellows in years as 
well as deeds.

Preservation of Forests, 

Apropos of tbe discussion -over the 
preservation of American forests, a yet- 
eran Maine woodsman has s timely word 
on what is known as “duff” the long ac- 
cretion of leaves and bud’s from forest 
trees, which fall tothe ground and in 
proceas of time form a deep, moss-cover- 
ed mass of inestimable value as a reser- 
vior of water, says the Providence Jour- 
nal, After the spring freshets have sub- 
sided the head waters of the rivers upon 
which lumber is floated to market would 
become dry were it not for the “duff” 
which acts like a great sponge, hundreds 
of miles in extent and often two or three 
feet deep, and far into the summer sup- 
plies water tothe streams employed by 
the lumbermen. “The point made with 
reference to the agitation for forest pre- 
servation is this, that some advocates of 
such preservation declare thata t a judicio p 
thinning of trees zeder Siate supervision 
could be conducted without injury to any 
large interest, while it would in reality 
destroy the sponge-like reservoir provid- 
ed to nature, and so interfere seriously 
with the transportation of lumber.” 


A Strange Presentiment, 

The death of Dr. Henry Sampeell, a 
prominent druggist in the village of 
Bloomville, Ohio, which took place on 
Saturday afternoon, was peculiarly note- 
worthy, says the Cleyeland Leader. Al- 
though his health had not been good for 
several weeks, nothing serious was ap- 
prebended. On Saturday morning he 
calmly announced to his wife and fam- 
ily that he would die before night, and 
so strongly convinced was he of the pre- 
sentiment that he srranged his busi- 
ness affairs and summoned a num- 
ber of his intimate friends, whom he 
bid farewell. A few minutes. past 1 
o'clock, in full possession of all big facul- 
ties, he sank quietly back in his chair 
and expired. Mr. Sampsell was but 
thirty-five years of age and one of the 
best known business men in the county.

Timely Observations by a Correspondent 
of the Advortiser. = 


(CoMMUSICATED,} 
The move taken by business men and 
farmers of Barren Creek and Hebron in- 
dicates a progressive spiritand shows a 


‘| just appreciation for the railroad advan- 


tages by which they have so recently 
been favored. This railroad isa direct 
benefit to a large section of Wicomico 
contingent on its line and it affords the 
means by which every interest can be 
developed; but it passes through such 
valuable farming and trucking land it is 
to this interest that we desire to call at- 
tention) The farmers and land owners 
in this part of the county have new 
duties imposed by the railroad facilities 
and they should be indnced to perform 
those duties, The section is most favor- 
ably provided now with means of sbip- 
pingthe products ofthe soil and to ob- 
tain the best results a radical change is 
needed. There is a work’ to be done that 
rests with the owners and tillers and up- 
on doing that work depends not only 
their interest, but the interests of the 
promoters and operators of the railroad. 
There is in this section some farms ina 
good state of improvement which are pro- 
ducing upon an average more than is con- 
sumed and the owners are enabled to 
live freo from financial enthralment but 
these are too few. they are largely in the 
minority. They indicate the productive- 
ness of our soil and show the possibility 
ofits bigh improvement. There is too 
moch indifference shown toward the 
cultivation of our most favorable soil, 
provided with such a congenial climate. 
We now have the advantages so long 
desired and future tardiness can not be 
excnsed. Many of our land owners are 
indifferent of its value and estimate their 
possessions by the number of acres, and 
have their pride in its ownership rather 
than its utility. They do not realize the 
importance of cultivation. 

The timber interest must be outlived 
it seems, before men will get out of the 
old timber-getting idea, which has had its 
day in this section. Men are overlook- 
ing their most valuable possessions— 
good lands—and are almost aimléss in 
their agricultural pursuits. This should 
not be so. “It cannot continue longer 
without serious results. Farmers need 
larger incomes and it should be remem- 
bered that their land is capable of in- 
creasing its products several fold: Large 
tracts of land should be divided into 
smaller sections. Land owners who 
have more land than they cultivate and 
have no desire to extend their cultiya- 
ted area should sell the surplus; not only 
to their neighbors, but advertise and 
place it in the hands of men who can 
and will cultivate it, and if the purchas- 
| ers come from other sections or states, 
so much the better. A sale ofa portion 
of the land to experienced men from 
elsewhere would be of much valne to our 
farmers. New men would have new 
ideas, new plans and the consequent | 
competition would infuse new life into | 
vur farming interests. The introduction 
of practical farmers and truckers to be | 
with us either 3 owners or as cultivat- | 
ors would be of material benefit, espec- 
ially to our truckers, most’ of whom are 
beginners, though they deserve much 


| credit for the progress already made, 
| they need knowledge to increase and 


and it pesid a tittle more n run- 
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diversify their products. There is en- 
tirely too small a portion of the land un- 
| der proper cultivation. The land will 
certainly recommend itself and tbe ship: | 
ping facilities are now favorable and are 
| far superior to many sections far in ad- 
vance of this in amount and variety of 
products. We have the land and the 
means of shipping its productions to 
good markets. Action in the right di- 
rection is now needed and that properly 
directed will now bringa new era to the 
agricultural interests of Wicomico. Let

Death of Samuel B, D. Jones. 

Mr. Samuel B. D. Jones, an old resi- 
dent of this county, died at the residence 
of his son, Dr. Geo. Perry Jones, at East 
New Market, last Tuesday, aged about 
82 years, 

Mr. Jones wasborn in Wetipquin 
Neck, this county. His father being a 
well-to-do farmer, he was given as good 
an education as the county, (then Som- 
erset) at that time afforded. In 1846 he 
was elected to the Maryland House of 
Delegates by the Whig party, and served 
in that body with Jas. Phosbis and Noah 
Rider from Somerset county. 

Mr. Jones spent a part of his early life 
in Princess Anne but afterward came to 
Quantico and there resided to the end 
of his life. > 

When registration became a law Mr. 
Jones was appointed registrar for Quan- 
tico district, thie county, and he beld the 
office at the time of his death. Mr. 
Jones was twice married. By his first 
wife he had one child, Dr. Geo. Perry 
Jones, now practicing medicine in Dor- 
chester county. By his second wife five 
children survive, young Issac D, Jones, a 
lgwyer of Baltimore being a son of the 
deceased. Isaac D, Jones, Sr., a wealthy 
lawyer of Baltimore, is £ brother, and 
Mr. Benj. R. Dashiell of this county is a 
nephew. 

His remains were interred in the ceme- 
tery at Qnantico -Thursday afternoon, 
Rev. Wm. Mumford of Salisbury, officia- 
tive. He was for many years a member 
of the Protestant Epiccopal church. 


News Polf®cal. 

The Baltimore Sun of last Saturday 
contained in its Annapolis letter a note 
saying that it was reported at the Capi- 
tal that Attorney General White had de- 
cided thet Election Supervisors were in- 
eligible for election to office, during the 
term for which they were appointed as 
Sopervisors.

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IMMIGRATION CONVENTION. 


Claas of Immigranis Needed to Develop the 
3 State of Maryiand. z 


In response to a call from Governer 
Jackson the Maryland Immigration Con- 
vention met Wednesday morning in Moz- 
art Hall, corner of Camden and Hanover 
streets, and discussed methods of attract- 
ing to the State a desirable class of im- 
migrants. The direct result of the meet- 
ing was the formation of a permanent 
organization, which will meet annually 
in Baltimore, and the use ofall legitimate 
means to develop the resources of the 
State. 

Governor Jackson opened the meeting 
with a brief address, thanking those 
present for the interest they had taken 
in the movement. Mr.James U. Den- 
nin, of Somerset county, was elected 
chairman, with State Senator Edward 
Stake, of Washington county, secretary. 
The basis of operation was the report of 
the Maryland delegates to the Sonthern 
Interstate Immigration Convention, 
which was held last December in Ashe- 
ville,N.C. This report,which had beenpub- 
lished in the Balto. Sun, was read by Major 
Henry E. Alvord, president of the Mary- 
land Agriultural College, and chairman 
of the Maryland delegation. It reviewed 
in a concise manner the work and prac- 
tical results of the Asheville convention, 
with the lessons to be drawn therefrom, 
and was received with applause. 

THE CLASS TO REACH. 


-Governor Jackson in his call for the 
convention and the members of the 
Maryland delegation in their report 
struck a popular chord when they refer- 
red to the class of immigrants that Mary- 
land wants, a class who come to become 
employers and land owners, and not em- 
ployes. This sentiment was voiced in 
the convention by Rey. Francis J. Clay 
Moran, archdeacon of Annapolis. An 
Englishman by birth, the archdeacon 
has been engaged for some time in a mis- 
sion work of the Protestant Episcopal 
Charch, which takeshim inall partsofthe 
State, and gives him an opportunity to 
become acquainted with Maryland, its 
needs and its resources. “We do not 
need,” he said, “a mere hoard of laborers. 
such as are coming to America now by 
the shipload. There ir labor in Mary- 
land, more than you are able to pay for. 
You want men who are able to buy that 
part of your land that is now suffering 
for want of cultivation. The ordinary 
methods of attracting immigrants to 
America do not touch this class in Eng- 
land. They are not caught by the flam- 
ing placards of the railway and steam- 
ship companies offering cheap transporta- 
tion or the offers of free land in the far 
West. In the east of England, generally: 
and in Suffolk county, where agriculture 
is on the decline, there sre numbers of 
young men and women who have a little 
money, and can afford to wait for awhile 
for the returns of their investments. 
These are the people we can reach and 
should try to bring here. As they are 
people of reason, deal with them reason- 
ably. Let them know the nature of our 


| soil, what it will produce, what our cli- 


mate is. Let them know that Maryland 
is nota wilderness, but a garden spot; 
that here they will meet people as broad- 
minded and ss cultured as any io the 
world, and people who will sympathize 
with and help them. Dothisand a dé- 
| sirable class of settlers will be brought 
here, people of our own race, speaking 
our own tongue. If you attract only a| 
| horde of penniless laborers you will. not | 
help yourself or Maryland.” 
PLAN OF ORGANIZATION. 


The following resolutions, the practi- | 
cal ontcome of the convention, were 
adopted: 

“That this convention hereby organ- 
izes itselfinto the Marsland State Im- 
migration Society. Its officers shall be 
a president, a secretary,a treasurer and 
a vice-president for each county and 
each legislative district of Baltimore city. 
These shall appoint an executive com- 
mittee to be chosen at this time, to serve 
until their successors are elected. 

“That there shall be an annual meet- | 
ing of the society held in Baltimore on 
the third Wednesday of January of each 
year, and that the society shall be com- 
posed of delegates from each county im- | 
migration society, one of which it is | 
recommended, be formed in each coun- 
ty of the State and in each legislative | 
district of Baltimore city. 

“That in the absence of sucha county 
or district society, the vice-president for 
that county or district shall call a pub- 
lic meeting of the citizens interested in 
the question, and appoint delegates to 
the State meeting a number of persons 
equal to the number of representatives 
such county” or district has in both 
branches of the General Assembly. 

“That the executive committee ap- 
pointed st this meeting shall prepare, 
and submit to the next meeting, by-laws 
for the regulation of the society, and 
tranract such other business as may be 
necessary to promote the objects of its 
formation. 


ELECTING THE OFFICERS. 


Mr. James U. Dennis was elected prési- 
dent of the permanent organization; Mr. 
Wm. B. Sands of Baltimore, secretary, 
and Col. Fred Raine, treasurer. The 
executive committee was appointed as 
follows: Col. Edward Lloyd, Edwin F. 
Abell, Enoch Pratt, Col. Richard Contee, 
Edward Stake, Major Henry E. Alvord, 
and the Rey. Augustus E. Schade, the 
representative of the German Union 
Ministers’ Meeting, which is interested 
in bringing to America a desirable class 
of German immigrants. 

Vice-presidents from the counties were 
elected as follows: Baltimore, Thomas 
B. Todd; Anne Arundel, Richard Bald- 
win; Calvert, James T. Briscoe; Carroll 
Frank Brown; -Charles, Samvel Cox;

W. Renehan; Harford, Wm. L. Amos; 
Kent, Wm. B. Usilton, Montgomery, 
Charles Abert; Somerset, H. H. Dashiell; 
Talbot, William Collins; Wicomico, Jas. 
E. Elegood; Worcester, Rev. William 
Dail; Washington, Wm. H. Armatrong. 
Vice-presidents from Allegany, Cecil, 
Garrett, Queen Anne’s and St. Marys 
counties will be appointed by President 
Dennis, who was also Instructed to ap- 
point a special finance committee of ten 
business men of Maryland, who are in 
fall sympsthy with the movement whose 
duty it shall be fo collect funds to carry 
out the purposes of the organization.

For Longer Professional Tratning. 

President C.K. Adams in the Febru- 
ary Forum, says : 

It is easy to see that if ten of the lead- 
ing universities of the country should 
now issue edicts that on and after 1895 
no students would be received in the 
schools of law and mediciue that should 
not bave competed the sophomore year 
in some reputable college, the firt step 
toward a great reform woul! have been 
taken. The setond step in this direction 
should be the sanouncement of a rule 
that no student can receive the profes- 
sional degree in less than four years from 
the time of admission to the profession- 
al course of study. Itisnot difficult to 
find indications that the country is ready 
for a change of this kinu. I believe it to be 
a great mistake to suppose that all, or 
even a majority, of our students are in 
precipitate hasti to enter upon profes- 
sional life. In Detroit, Chicago, Cincin- 
nati, Cleveiand, and Buffalo, are to be 
found medical &bools in which the de- 
gree of doctor of medicine is granted at 
the end of two terms of from four to 
eight months each. And yet in the 
small city of Aun Arbor, which is favored 
with no such clinical advantages as are 
afforded in a metropolis, there are, at the 
present tine, nearly 400 students pursu- 
ing a medical course of fonr yeara. So it 
would probably be elsewhere.

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PRIMITIVE PEOPLE 


METHODS THEY PURSUED IN COOK- 
ING THEIR FOODS. 


å Synopsis of a Leetare by Profesor 
Morse—The Antiquity of Cooking—Orig- 
inal Manner of Applying Heat to Meats 
and Vegetables—Esquimsux Huts. 


Professor Morse gave his second lect- 
ure on “Primitive People” at Academy 


mals adapt themselves to their surround- 
ings. Thus dogs and cats in civilized 
homes eat corn and oatmeal, while cows 
in Iceland will eat salt fish as a steady 
diet, though neither of these animals 
would eat such food in the ordinary 
natural state. 

Proceeding to the subject in hand, 
Professor Morse cited the finding of 
baked cakes with the Egyptian mum- 
mies as evidence of the antiquity of 
cooked food, and of the universal prim- 
itive fashion among savage or primitive 
peoples of cooking food in vessels resting 
on three rounded stones, which man 
very early found out were better than 
four. This method was employed by 
the North American Indians, the Esqui- 
maux, the modern Finns, and even by 
the Irish in the Seventeenth century. 

Another method employed was the 
cooking of meats in baskets of water 
with hot stones. Some tribes of -the 
North American Indians cooked corn, 
grasshoppers, and perhaps other delica- 
cies by placing them in clay lined bask- 
ets, with red hot coals, and shaking the 
baskets back and forth and blowing off 
the ashes and cinders till the contents 
were done to what the Indians probably 
considered 2 turn. 


The kitchens of New Zealand and Cey- 
fon are but rough primitive fornis of 
many that are seen in Germany and Eng- 
land, except that in the former cases 
the fires are out of doors. English and 
German fireplaces are far behind the 
American stove and cooking range, and 
are really survivals of prehistoric times 
though the hearths for the fires are raised 
and arrangements made for the escape of 
the smoke. 

Succeeding the period of placing pots 
on three stones over the fire comes their 

‘suspension by some support, a familiar 
method being by means of three sticks 
fastened together atthetop. The Esqui- 
mau suspends his kettle from the ceiling 
of his ice hut by means of cord or hide. 
And here the lecturer departed from his 
subject to describe how the hut is built— 
spirally, with blocks of ice and of dome 
shape. The hutis lined with skins, so 
that what little of the ice melts will not 
drop down on the occupants in the form 
of water. 

These huts are warmed by open crude 
oil lamps, in which is moss saturated 
with oil, and over them are suspended 
the kettles. The oil comes from the 
blubber-of the whale, seal and similar 
animals, and is obtained by the women 
and children, whose principal business it 
is in the winter time to chew blubber to 
get the oil. Under the hut there is usu- 
ally a large supply of blubber stored for 
winter use, 

Professor Morse describes the stoves 
of China and Japan, and showed two 
patterns of what appeared to be earthen- 
ware portable stoves, about the size of 
bean pots. Other stoves are rough clay 
or brick affairs, with openings for wood 
and varying numbers of holes on top for 
the accommodation of cooking utensils, 
and none have arrangements for the di- 
rect escape of the smoke out of doors. 

EARLY METHODS OF GETTING FIRE. 

Some of these eastern stoves have 
shrines or symbols over the fireplaces to 
keep out evil spirits, aud in some of them 
a light is kept burning, or a little food 
or some other trifle placed by way of in- 


voking the care of some good spirit over” 


the food that is to be cooked. ` 

In closing, the lecturer had something 
to say about primitive modes of creating 
and preserving fire, followed by some in- 
teresting experiments with crude appli- 
ances. The origin of fire is not known, 
nor its first discoverer, but the discovery 
must have been followed by atreméndous 
stride of advancement by the human race. 
Probably fire was first used asa religious 
rite, and by many savage nations it has 
been worshiped as a god; after that it 
was probably used for cooking, and then 
for other purposes. 

Some people never learned the art of 
making fire, but took good care never to 
be withont it.

King Wilson, United States Senator from 
Matyland, died at five minutes past ten 
o'clock tonight, in higarartments in the 
Hamilton House, corner-of Fourteenth 
and I streets. If he had lived until the 
22nd of December next he wonld have 
been seventy years old. 

Senator Wilson on Saturday night was 
taken with a severe attack of indigestion, 
after eating some bean soup. The attack 
greatly preatrated him. On Monday he 
felt very much better and rested comfor- 
tably, conversing with Mrs. Wilson in a 
most cheerful strain. This morning he 
snddenlt became worse, and to add tohis 
trouble heart failure was threateng!. His 
physicians, Drs. Busey and Hammond, at 
6 o'clock, entertained the gravest fears 
for his condition. Mr. Martin, the Sena- 
tor’s private secretary, at once telegraph- 
ed to Stow Hill to his son, Mr. W. Sid- 
ney Wilson, and his daughter, Mrs. Her- 
gis, to come to Washington withoot de- 
lay, and his younger children, who are at 
boarding school, were alsosent for. Early 
in the day he became unconscious, his 
mind wondered, and he talked at ran- 
dom of his commoittee work, his private 
affairs and also of matters before the 
Senate.

Wicomico Farmers. 

In our first article we referred to the 
advantages now being enjoyed by the 
farmers of western Wicomico, and en- 
deavored to show how a greater division 
of the land was needed to make a more 
extensive:cultivation; but the saggestive 
sales and consequent divisions did not 
refer to the farmers slone. In it we in- 
cluded both farmers and land owners, 
but in this article we shall’refer solely to 
the farmers and’point out a few defects 
and suggest what we think would im- 
proye their condition. There are many 
farmers who bavea sufficient quantity of 
land and none beyond actual needs, and 
hence haye but little interest in selling 
or buying. Their duty then rests in the 
i vement of that which they haye, 

his improvement is to be made by the 
judicious use of the skill necessary to do 
the work &nccessfully and the bringing of 
every means within reach to practical 
use. Itis well directed labor that li 
the farmer to a state of independence. 
The growth and development of the 
farmer's resources are not to besought in 
organizations, in combines or in legisla- 
tion. The work must be done within 
the sound ofthe dinner horn. Legisla- 

io1/state and nations}, may aid the 
farmer to some extent by lessening taxa- 
tion and guarding his general interests, 
but farming can not be done in the halls 
of Congress or by State legislation, neith- 
er is it in the deliberations of secret or- 
ganizations. Itis the products of the 
farm that make farming pay. The 
farmer's highest aim, then should be to 
increase the quantity and value of the 
products. The first essential is the good 
condition of the land. It should be suf- 
ficiently rich to produce the crop and 
properly prepared for the reception of 
the seed. What deficiency exists in nat- 
ural fertility must be supplied by art. 
The question then arises how can the 
land be enriched? Perhaps the simplest 
way fs by the manure produced uponthe 
farm. Thisisa plan to enrich land as 
old as the “everlasting hills,” and art 
has failed to produce a truer fertilizer, 
It seems that our farmers will never 
learn the value of their stock in thia par- 
ticular until they are forced fo keep 
them enclosed. Cattle that are allowed 
to roam ypon iarge fields or npon the 
commons during the day and ‘much of 
the year during the night, profit but little 
beyond their service. The products, in 
the way of manure of the necessary stock 
on the farm and as much young 
and growing stock as the farm will sup- 
port, is indeed, immense, if the stock is 
properly kept. Another means of en- 
riching the soil is by the use of commer- 
cia! fertilizers. They, however, are a 
direct expense, and it requires much 
knowledge as well as care to use them 
successfully. Their use has entailed 
heavy debts upon many of our farmers, 
and some have become somewhat ad- 
verse to their use at all. There, however, 
can be no objection to the use of good 
fertilizers upon most crops if is used jadi- 
ciously,and there can be no questio 
about its paying. There are cases, an 
indeéd, too frequent, when good results 
are not obtained. "These cases are gen- 


erally where the planting or sowing was ; 


too late, the land not properly prepared 
or the quantity used was not guaged ac- 
cording to the condition of the land. Of 
course farmers are occasionally duped 
into the purchase of worthless fertilizers 
bot4f our farmers would patronize only 
such firms ss are “true and tried,” Jess 
losses wouldowear to them. This class 
is usnally found among our own T

The story 
tells that he produced a glass vase, 
which he cast on the marble floor with 
vehemence, so as to bend it, but restored 
its shape with a few blows from a ham- 
mer, and that, at the solicitation of a 


mob of artificers, who feared that the Coste 


new process might supersede the use of 
their vessels of metals, the emperor re- 
tained the glass vase, but ordered the in- 
genious artist to be put to death.
